Claim 1 (currently amended): A method for inhibiting or preventing T cell mediated 
autoimmun e r e spons e tissue destruction associated with type I diabetes comprising consisting 
essentially of administering to a subject in need of such treatment a therapeutically or 
prophylactically effective amount of a gp39 antagonist selected from the group consisting of 
soluble CD40, CD40 fusion protein, and an anti-gp39 antibody or a fragment thereof that 
binds gp39; 

wherein said tissue destruction associated with type I diabetes in the subject results 
from a cell-mediated immune reaction to a self-antigen . 

Claims 2-3 (canceled) 

Claim 4 (previously amended): The method of claim 1, wherein the gp39 antagonist is a 
fragment of an anti-gp39 antibody that binds gp39. 

Claim 5 (previously amended): The method of claim 1, wherein the gp39 antagonist is an 
anti-gp39 antibody. 
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
